A $2,500 grant by the Agawam Rotary Club has given 
the “Senior Center Furniture Fund Drive” a much- 
needed lift towards its goal of $15,000. 

The new 12,000 square foot center located in the 
elderly project off Main St. is expected to be com¬ 
pleted within the next sixty days. The facility will ac¬ 
comodate some 250 persons at one time. Activities for 
Seniors will be expanded and will be open to all 
Agawam persons over 60 years of age. 

The $450,000 center is being constructed with $150,- 
000 in town funds and the balance from state funds. 
With the exception of the kitchen equipment, funds for 
furnishings will be derived through public subscrip¬ 
tion. Individuals or organizations wishing to contribute 
can do so by contacting the Senior Center director 
Margaret Taeger at 770 Main St., 786-8451. 

The SPAN Center also received a $225 grant to 
renovate and expand the heating plant for the SPAN 
facility. The Rotary, which was formed last year now 
numbers 40 members and is actively involved in the 
community. Their interest in the SPAN dates from 
their inception. 

The SPAN Center, located at 770 Springfield Street 
in Feeding Hills, provides counseling and therapy ser¬ 
vices for Agawam and the surrounding area. The 
Center staff works out of a small house. Due to an in¬ 
crease in clients over .the past six months, changes 
have had to be made in the use of the facility. These 
changes brought about an increased need for heating.

The mellow, 
sweet-toned ones in church 
steeples and belfries have 
heralded the coming of 
Christmas since the Middle 
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In addition to the bells , 
that ring with solemn grand- ■ 
eur from cathedral and j 
churches there are the secu- ] 
lar types that hail the pure : 
joy of the occasion. 

Christmas had become well f 
established before bells be- f 
came an important part of j 
the celebration. The first i 
large bell for a Christian * 
church is said to have origi¬ 
nated with a bishop in Italy, 
in the fifth century, A.D. 

Church bells have called 
people to worship, they have ; 
told the time of day, they 1 
peal for weddings and toll j 
for deaths, they have been : 
rung to warn of enemies and 
disasters and to celebrate 
happy events of many vari¬ 
eties. But -the high point of j 
every year has been the ring¬ 
ing of church bells during 
the Christmas season. In j 
England, especially, this be¬ 
came a tradition, during the 
Middle Ages. The joyful 
clangor started at vespers on 
the first Sunday in Advent, 
and repeated on the follow¬ 
ing Advent Sundays. On the 
three mornings before Christ¬ 
mas Day, happy peals were 
rung as a reminder. At sun¬ 
set on December 24th and 
every hour thereafter until 
sunset on December 25th 
bells pealed joyously. On 
Christmas Day bells would 
be rung spontaneously, at 
any hour. 

In the melodious tones of 
their church bells people be¬ 
lieved they heard “the songs 
of the angels” on that first 
Christmas, so long ago.

Killer Satellites 


Two magazines reported recently the Soviet Union 
had used laser beams to destroy or damage a U.S. 
satellite. The Pentagon and the State Department de¬ 
nied the reports. Spokesmen for both said no U.S. 
satellite had been interfered with in any way by the 
Soviets. 

One is inclined to acceptthe official version. Alarm¬ 
ing reports about a potential enemy’s superior weap¬ 
ons are traditional. When correct, they serve to warn 
in time, and are vitally important and useful. 

Too often, however, there are other motives in scare 
stories. It is common knowledge in Washington that 
the Navy for years annually sighted Soviet submarines 
on sinister missions near the U.S. when Congress 
was considering the defense budget. Defense indus¬ 
tries which stand to profit from new or expanded con¬ 
tracts gain from fears about the potential enemy. 

Generals and admirals who want more money and 
weapons benefit from scare stories. This doesn’t 
mean all scare stories are inaccurate or planted by 
the military, though many are. It means sensational 
claims of this nature should be carefully studied, 
checked and verified—before the public or Congress 
reacts. 


There’s an old song about the South rising again. 
It is. Those who saved Confederate money haven’t 
gained a return, but new Census Bureau figures show 
the South now leads the rest of the country in growth 
by a wide margin. 

In the first five years of this decade, population in 
the South rose by 5.3 million. That was more than the 
growth of all the other regions ofthe country combined. 

The Northeast showed a small increase of 400,000 
(mostly from new births), the North Central region grew 
by 1.1 million and the West by 3 million. Only New 
York, Rhode Island and the District of Columbiashow- 
ed a net population loss in the 1970-75 period. 

But ten other states, mostly in the Northeast and 
North Central areas, showed a migration loss. The 
greater number of births than deaths in these states 
meant a slight population increase though more adults 
were moving out than in. 

Florida outdistanced all states in growth, gainin'? 
1.4 million people in the five years. If the trend con¬ 
tinues, the South could become the dominant political 
region of the nation, though economically it still lags 
in many areas.

The victory of Jimmy Carter has led to suspension of 
arms agreement talks between Washington and Moscow. 
Although about ninety per cent of a new agreement 
had been completed, an agreement that was to extend 
the two-year accord reached at Vladivostok in Novem¬ 
ber, 1974, two issues remain unresolved. 

President Ford and the Russians both felt it would 
be meaningless to proceed with a new agreement that 
might or might not be favored by the new Carter Ad¬ 
ministration. Thus, disagreement over whether the 
Russian Backfire bomber is strategic and howto count 
U.S. Cruise missiles remains. 

A danger period (with possibilities for cheating) 
now begins, since SALT I is expiring and it will be 
several months before a new accord can be reached.

dren. 

Some are tempted to al¬ 
low youngsters to turn on 
television whenever they 
wish, since this eases 
the task of supervision. 
In effect, this is largely 
turning over the indoctri¬ 
nation and education of 
one’s child to commercial 
television, out for sales 
and profits, not uplifting 
social or educational 
standards.
